John Pittman was one of the first Pittmans to moved into the 
southern area of Mississippi. At this time, we think he left 
North Carolina around 1821 and finally settled in Marion County, 
Mississippi after the beginning of 1823. We do not know where he 
lived during that time. 

John and Susanna Pittman along with her father and mother 
and John’s mother Susannah are buried in the Pittman Cemetery in 
Walthall County, Mississippi. This cemetery is located in the 
Improve Community down the dirt road from Hurricane Creek Church.

I almost lived with the poor sick, wounded and 
dying soldiers then, and I greatly rejoice now to think I could 
carry them milk and cool water, and it was a delight and pleasure 
of poor little Emma to lend a hand of assistance in time of need. 
I thank God today for having given me so kind and generous a 
disposition. I can now look back with pleasure and pride at the 
many little acts and deed of my childhood. I hope, Mr. Pittman, 
you are well. I have never forgotten you and many others who 
were in the Ocmulges Hospital, and I would be so glad if I could 
hear from them, though I know some of them have passed over the 
great river. It seems that time would cause us to forget those 
things so long passed, but those times and troubles can never be 
forgotten. And often when I am alone and sad my mind will wander 
back to the scenes and incidents of Ocmulgee Hospital. 

My brother out West has the silver pitcher that I used in 
carrying milk to the soldiers, and he treasures it above all 
things. 

Mr. Pittman, I have had worlds of trouble since you saw me 
slipping around that hospital. I was little Emma Wright then- 
light hearted and gay. Now I am a widow with four children, 
almost dependent on the world for charity. I am expecting to go 
to Macon in a few weeks, and if I get the position I am expecting 
I will be enabled to make a nice support for myself and children. 
I hope you will write to me and let me know how you are getting 
along.

1730 in Northumberland, VA, his father John Allred 
or Aldred b. 17046 Wicomico Parish, VA, his father Willian 
Alired, Aldred or Aldredge, his father Clement Alldredae b. 
abt 1628, his father Clement Alredge b. abt.1621 in 
Worstead, Eng. and his father John Aldred &. abt. 1555 in 
Eng. Sorry no William married to either Jones or Hawthorn, 
but there is probably a connection from one of these. Write 
if you have a specific question, but all I know is what is 
in Gov. Allred’s book, The suggestion of the Allred 
genealogy organization is your best bet -- in fact I did not 
even know it existed.
